Monuments and Tablets. 


The Maj. Gen. A. S. Webb Statue. 


_It having been determined by the 
New \ ork Monuments Commission to 
erect a siatuc to Maj. Gen. Alexander 
S. Webb, the following members of 
the commission came lo Gcttvsburc 
June 24. 1915 : Col. Lewis R. Stcgman, 
chairman: Gen. Horatio C. King and 
Col. Ginton Bcckwith. They met the 
Gettysburg National Park "Commis- 
sion and viewed the site near the 
Angle. They had visited the park 
some time before, accompanied by 
Gen. Webb, and he had selected a lo- 
cation. which is shown on the com- 
mission's blue print No. 564. and ap- 
nrovcd by the War Department. The 
The New York commission had plans 
an<] specification? made for the foun- 
dation. All other arrangements had 
ben 
made. In August, 
1015. Col. 


Beckwith. engineer of the New York 
Commission, came to Gettysburg to 
superintend 
the erection 
of 
the 


statue; on August it the engineer of 
this commission staked oat the foun- 
dation line*, the excavation was 
.•Mde, the foundation built, the pedes- 
tal erected, and the statue mounted. 
The dedication exercise* were held 
October 12, attended by a very

(This has been done at the expense 
jof. the State of Pennsylvania. Gen. 
j Henry S. Huidckopcr. chairman of 
the commission, and under the su- 
ncrvi^on of the Gettysburg Xat:ona! 
Park Commission.

Military Avwne*. 


The -activity in respect -to revenues 


has -been mainly maintenance. Efforts 
have -ben made to have -a good sys- 
tem of piked avenues constructed on 
the 'East Cavalry Battlefield. All the 
preliminary enginering -was done for 
the purpose, and the commission 
prepared to begin the construction as 
soon as authorized by the *War De- 
partment. Culverts were built in 
1015 and the subgrade and grade 


I lines staked. Specifications -and blue 
| prints were furnished to contractors, 
] and bids were received for "building 2 
] miles of avenue. The bids were all 
jhigh and were canceled. In the au- 
tumn of 1015 modified bids upon re- 
duced specifications were asked for. 
A very low bid was made by M. & T. 
E. Farrell. who have built rainy ave- 
nues on the field. Their b:d was re- 
ported and authority received on 
April 27. 1016. to make a contract for 
the "work, which was begun on Tune 
3, 1016. 


About 2.000 tons of screenings have 


been Contracted for. which have been 
(delivered in Gettysburg, hauled and 
i sorcad upon the surface of the ave- 
'nucs and the connecting public roads 
which have been ceded by the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania to the 
United States, and graded and piked 
by the commission. 
I her" screen- 


ings were fur;r-3-cd. delivered, haul- 
ed, and spread b> Samuel R<?V-inson 
at a cost of $2.08 per ton. 


Gutter Paving and Repairs. 


The gutter pa\inc which was be- 


gun last year on Hunt Avenue was 
continued and completed during the 
summer and autumn of 1915. In the 
early soring, as soon as the frost is 
wcil out of the ground, workmen go 
over all the gutter paving, ramming 
'down «hc line and side stones, before 


i going to work at new paving. 
The 


winter of 1015-16 was an open one, 
wilh short intervals of frost in the 


I ground, consequently the paving suf- 
fered very little. About 1.500 feet of 
gutter on Williams Avenue had been 
oaved when work on the field stop- 
ped in December. 1015; also 300 feet 
of paving on Slocum Avenue. After 
the winter had passed and work was 
resumed in the spring the pavers 
went to work on Mcadc Avenue, 
where they have completed 300 feet, 
and also about 2,000 feet on the sides 
of other avenues on the field where 
such work had been previously re- 
ported to be needed, continuing their 
work until the dose of thw report, 
June jo, 1916.

which endanger health as well as 
property. 
The low lying areas con- 


tiguous to the river banks are flood- 
ed with water which, when it runs 
off, 
leaves behind a deposit of silt 


and debris of various kinds, includ- 
ing much decomposible organic mat- 
ter. 
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The effects of every flood are last- 


Ing. Streets, highways, alleys, yards 
and cellars are thickly covered with 
material, the removal of which neces- 
sitates a considerable outlay and which 
quickly becomes a menace to health. 
In many cases water remains in cel- 
lars for a long period, making dwell- 
ings and places of business unsani- 
tary on account of dampness of walls 
and the presence of stagnant water. 
In some towns, privy vaults exist in 
the river districts. These are inun- 
dated and their contents washed out 
to be deposited 
over the flooded 


areas. 


It is in the flooded districts of the 


state that smallpox, diphtheria and

as owning this land, really possess- 
ing it until they have brought these 
waters under subjection. 
And in do- 


ing this they will literally create new 
land by the millions of acres, 
that will support millions of people 
as against the thousands tvhicn live 
upon it today. 


"How these great works can be

on calls for constructive 


thought not merely on the •engineer- 
Ing side but more immediately upon 
the financial side as to those ways

And because people rarely care to 


read Vergil, because almost none of" 
the thousands who study Latin ever,* 
can or do read Vergil, therefore, in so 
far as they are concerned, studying 
Latin has no purpose and cannot be- 
defended as mental discipline.—Abra-. 
ham Tlexner in Atlantic Monthly. 


Hc%v Leaves Pur if) Air. 


It has been calculated that a single 


tree is able through its leaves to purify 
the air from the carbonic acid arising 
from the respiration of a considerable 
number of rcen. perhaps a dozen or 
even more. The volume of carbonic 
acid exhaled by a human being in the 
course of twenty-four hours is put at 
about 100 gallons, but by Boussin- 
saulc's estimate n sing'e yard of leaf 
surface counting both the upper and 
the under -=iue of the leaves, can. in 
favorable Circumstances, decompose at 
least a gallon of carbonic acid a day. 
One hundred square yards of leaf sur- 
face then would suffice to keep the 
air pure for one man, but the leaves 
of a tree of moderate size present a 
surface 
of many hundred square 


yards. All other forms of vegetable 
life act similarly in abstracting tbe-- 
norions carbonic acid from the atmos- 
phere.

TO HARNESS THE RIO GRANDE 


Project Is Similar to Those Proposed 


ftp River Reyulation in Pennsyl-

That the United States Govern- 


ment does not fear for the safety of 
storage reservoirs when piuperly con- 
structed has been brought forcibly to 
the front by the dedication during 
October of the great itlephaat Butte 
Dam on the Rio Grande by President 
Woodrow Wilbon. This dam is to be 
Used for irrigation purposes m the 
•rid west but the principle of its con- 
struction and operation is tiie same 
as that of the reservoirs it is pro- 
posed shall be eiec.ed in Pennsyl- 
vania for rner regulation, \\mle the 
latter would be much smaller. 


The Elepnant Suite Dam is the 


largest and most important of the 
irrigation projects that tie United 
States has undertaken in. efforts to 
reclaim the desert lands of se^ral 
Western States and make them pro- 
ductive. 
The work was begun in 


IS04, wiiea the first boringb for the 
foundations of ihe monster dam were 
made. Actual construction was com- 
menced in July, 1910, so that the 
dedication by President Wilson will 
be the final ionnal event of &ix years 
•work on the project. 


Largest Dam m the World. 


Actual completion of the construc- 


tion occurred on May 12, last. The 
dam is the largest piece of masonry 
lor the storage 
of water in 
the 


world. 
It contains 
605,000 
cubic 


yards of re-inforced concrete. It is 
of the gravity type, straight in plan, 
1,318.7 feet long at the top, -which is 
205 feet above the original level ot 
the Rio Grande. From the deepest 
excavation the top is S06 feet high. 
On the top there is an 18-foot road- 
way. The cost of the structure alone 
was $5,000,000, with an additional 
15,000,000 for the many canals and 
other work necessary for the distri- 
bution of the stored water. All of 
this -work IB not yet completed. 


The total capacity of the dam is 


2,642,292 acre feet of water, or suf- 
ficient to cover this number of acres 
to the depth of one foot. Putting it 
in another way, the reservoir behind 
tie dam when full, will contain 862,- 
200,000 gallons, which. If spread out 
one foot deep, would cover 4,285 
square miles, an area over twice that 
of the State of Delaware. 


The 
reservoir, 
pronounced 
the 


largest artificial body of water in the 
world, and known as Lake B. M. 
Hall, has a shore line of more than 
MO miles, and an average width oi 
two miles. 


Is Practically Indestructible. 


The spillway Is of the combination 


weir and tunnel type. 
The weir is 


275 feet long, divided into five sec- 
tions, with an elevation at the creat 
of 193 feet above the original river 
bed. There are four tunnel outlets, 
10 feet in diameter, with a capacity 
permitting the 
safe 
discharge oi 


8,000 cubic feet of water per second. 
The discharge is controlled by 10- 
ieet diameter cylinder gates. 


The dam is a solid wall of masonry 


and concrete with a width of 215 
feet at the base, tapering to a thick- 
ness of about 20 feet at the top. It 
is built to withstand anything but 
the most severe earthquake shock 
and is said to be practically inde- 
structible.

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HISTORIC SCENES IN OLD MEW ENGLAND

Scene of The.Battle^at Bloody-Brookiin Deerfield. Mass. 


In passing through South Deerfield, Mass;, autoists cross the historic old stream called Bloody Brook, a 


aaame derived from the freightful massacre by Indians which occurred there on the 18th of September, 1675. 


In those days King Philip, sachem of the Pokanoket tribe of Indians, was on the warpath. He had so 


terrified the settler? of the Connecticut Birer Valley that the northernmost towns of JSorthfield and Deerfield 
•were ordered abandoned. 


In abandoning Deerfield the settlers had left large stores of ncwlv harvested grain, and it was in quest of 


"these needed stores that Captain Lathrop, with a picked troop of eighty men, proceeded to Deerfield from 
i£he town of Hadley, twenty miles south. The grain had been successfully procured and the party was some 
?5bc miles out of the settlement of Deerfield when it prepared to ford a stream. The stream was bordered 
Ijy thick woods, and tradition relates that the men imprudently placed their weapons in the wagons and scat- 
tered to gather the wild grapes which abounded. 
Thus disarmed, they were quickly and completely over- 


whelmed by the hordes of Indians estimated at 700 strong, by whom they had been ambushed. Of the eighty 
*or more men in Captain Lathrop's command not more than eight escaped alive. 


Two other scouting squads of Englishmen winch were in the vicinity hurried to the scene upon hearing 


Satlle. but could do nothing except drive the Indians away so that the bodies of'their comrades might be de- 
osntly buried. 


A monument -now marks the scene of this horrible massacre, and the stream where the disaster occurred 


is known to this day as Bloody Brook.
